RELATING TO RAISING OR RELEASING PEN-REARED PHEASANTS

ORIGTNATING FRO¡.Í A HATCHERY APPROVED BY THE DEPARTMENT OF

NATURAL RESOURCES.

BE ÏT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF IOWA:

Section I. NEW SECTION. 4814.64 Pen-reared pheasants 
-release by landovrners and tenants.

I. As used in this section, þen-reared pheasant" means a

pheasant which originates from a captive population and which
has been propagated and held by a hatchery.

2. Notwithstanding section 4814.60, an owner or tenant of
land may obtain pen-reared pheasants from a hatchery approved by
the department, and raise or rel-ease the pen-reared pheasants
on the owner's or tenant's l-and. A person shall not relocate a

pen-reared pheasant to any other land.
3. A person taking a pen-reared pheasant shall comply with

aII requirements provided in this chapter and chapter 4834.
Sec. 2. NEW SECTION. 4848.15 Pen-reared pheasants
